j am ount of com pensation aw arded by the 
Invalidity clubs 
in 
1904 was approxi­ 
mately, $B5,50tM XX). 
T h e total cost of accident insurance, 
sickness insurance, and invalidity insur­ 
ance to the G erm an em pire in th e year 
RKH was. in round num bers, $120,250,- 
IMH). 
H a lf of this cost, roughly sp eak ­ 
ing. fell on the em ployers of G erm any 
and th e other half fell on the workm en.

BAMBOO GROVES BLAZE 


FIERCEST FOREST FIRE THAT A N Y 


LAND CAN SHOW. 


Fierce Sheet 
of 
Flame Which 
Moves- 


Along at the Rate of a Mile 


a Minute. 


When the forests are afire, when tho 
smoke makes dusk at noon and redden* 
th** harvest moon a thousand miles awny, 
there is the measure <*f a conflagration. 
When the prairies burn, a*- they used to* 
*1** before farms had crept in upon tim 
endless miles of grass, there was a tire 
which ran like mad and 1**11 behind it a. 
blackened trail of death 
lf one could 
combine the speed of tin* prairie fire w ith 
the tumult of the blazing forest, that 
would be a tire indeed. 
Such a combination is effected when 
the bamboo grove* clitch fir**. 
The bain* 
goo is but a grass, a grass with th® 
height of a tree, swaying (fidos reach­ 
ing HH) and even 150 I eel in air. 
in Cambodia, where th* bamboo groves 
along the rivers cover th** space of for­ 
ests, it is no unusual thing for tires to 
break out and sweep all before them for 
many miles. 
lf th** summer lias been 
dry the bamboo turns sere aud inflam­ 
mable as any grass. 
All that is needed is a spark, then ruin 
runs red. 
It 
is not necessary to rely 
upon the carelessness of the woodsman 
to start the blaze. 
The bamboo can kin­ 
dle itself. 
Let two sw aying stalks of dry bam 
boo lie set in motion by th** breeze, let 
one rub aero** th** other long enougn 
and lh** friction will set th** spark, the 
long dry leaves will feed th** flame. 
It 
is known that many fires of the bam­ 
boo forests thus originate. 
Perhaps it 
was from observing such a sight that 
primitive man learned tfic Promethean 
s-eeret. 
That theory has been advanced. 
As soon as a flame iii the bamboo* ha* 
* rcpt to the level of the tossing tips it 
spreads like wildfire 
the wind carries u 
sheet <>f flame along the grove at ire- 
meadow* speed. Borne observer* say thac 
such tires have been seen t** move for­ 
ward at a rate of more than a mile ti 
minute. 
Seen from below 
ii looks uh 
if the sky had burst into instant flash 
of Ha tm*. 
From such a burst of tire there confit 
be no escape. 
Fortunately it passe* 
high overhead at the (opN of the bam­ 
boos. 
it serves as a warning to th® 
traveler who may Im* making bis way, 
along some one of the w'atereourNCs by 
which th** 
forest 
is 
intersected. 
Til® 
bamboo itself is almost an obstacle us 
travel of any sort. 
it is well night im­ 
possible to force a way through it ex 
* •opt by th** slow aud toilsome labor o f 
hewing out a path. 
The lire in 
th** great 
trunks move** 
more slowly, and if warning Im* taken it, 
may he possible to sink one’s Iwiat ami 
throw up wet herbage and clay against 
the bank of th* stream to provide shel­ 
ter until the furnace blist 
lias blown 
by. 
Sud) a fire iii the bamboo has not 
* illy the speed of tho prairie fire on its 
sweep overhead 
but 
it lias the sam® 
volume of fuel as is found in any forest 
fire. 
It combine* the two types. 
Bamboo forest fires have another qual­ 
ity which is till their own. 
They bang 
aud rntt)<* with thumh-rons trashes a* 
of artillery

without 
cessation. 
The stalks of these lr***- bamboos ar® 
l f oqneatly mort* than a foot in diameter. 
Near the ground the joints are close to­

A novel suggestion was put forward at 
the international art congress at the Vic­ 
toria and Albert museum by Alexander 
Millar, a prominent manufacturer and 
designer, who urged the need for sys­ 
tematic color training and recommended 
the establishment of “color museums.’’

shop windows? T he expense would be 
very small. Year by year beautiful stuffs 
were being produced and allowed to d rop 
into oblivion. 
If such a collection be not 
formed now it might be that IOO years 
hence our museum authorities would buy 
at a fancy price a collection of im p e rfe ct 
fragments of the very stuffs which could 
be now acquired for a nominal sum- 
Ile spoke of what he knew when be 
said that such a collection would be 
heartily welcomed by all designers and 
by every one concerned with arts and in­ 
dustries in which color played an im­ 
portant part.- London Daily Graphic.

SEEDLESS GRAPES IN NEVADA. 


Specimens an Inch Long Displayed at the 
State Fair in Reno. 
Enormous Thompson seedless grapes, 
larger in dimensions than ever before 
shown here, were displayed at the open­ 
ing of the Nevada state fair, says a 
Reno, Nev., correspondent to the San 
Francisco Chronicle. 
Averaging three­ 
quarters of un inch in th ic k n e ss and lie 
ing nearly an inch in 
length, 
these 
grapes, which were grown by N. J. Gib­ 
son at St. Thomas, in Lincoln county, 
easily are assured of first place in the 
agricultural exhibit. 
Raisins made from 
the Gibson product are pronounced by 
experts from the university experiment 
station to excel in size, flavor and firm­ 
ness any such product known. 
Gibson, who is the lender of the St. 
Tnomas Mormon settlement in southern 
Lincoln county, near the Arizona Iii" 
planted forty-three acres of these grapes- 
a few years ago. 
The vines grow on 
what was a barren desert. This year the 
crop averaged twenty-two tons to the 
acre. 
Some clusters weighed 4 pounds. 
Gibson explains bis success as the re­ 
sult of intensive cultivation. 
Ile thinks 
that the increased production on the Ne­ 
vada desert will revolutionize the raisin 
industry.

I have met a number of them who have 
confided to me that they could live most 
coml* >fta lily thereTm $5 a week: 
“If one is prepared to pay from $1.40 
to $2.40 a day at a French tension one 
can live in a comfortable room and be 
served with delicious food. 
For $1.40— 
or about $10 a w'eek—one will have a

MISUNDERSTOOD 


UNREST SEEMS TO PREVAIL IN FAR 
WEST AS TO CERTAIN OF ITS 
OPERATIONS. 


HOME-MAKING IS DIFFICULT. 


Western Farmer Has Far More to Con­ 


tend with in Combatting Against 
Nature. 


FOREST RESERVES SURE TO PAY. 


Much unrest seems to prevail in the 
fur west with reference to certain opera­ 
tions of our national forest service. 
This 
attitude has been but little understood 
east of the Mississippi. 
Recently in 
the New York Sun, Francis Perry E l­ 
liott throws an illuminating ray upon 
some of the causes for dissatisfaction. 
H e shows that criticism seems rather 
■directed a t certain regulations aud poli­ 
cies of forestry Officers than at forest 
reserves as an institution. 
These are 
t popular enough. 
The writer says: 
W esterners Well Inform ed 
“ In the tirst place, no people on the 
continent are in such intimate and de­ 
pendent relation with mountain forests 
as these far western folk. 
They know 
it full w'oll and need no convictions as to 
the benefits of forest reserves. 
In fact, 
they seem to be far more generally in­ 
formed on the subject than our people 
Luck east.” 
The writer warns that in the reaction 
following our panic over the forest con­ 
sumption that accompanied the develop­ 
ment of our marvelous industries, there 
has resulted some inconsiderate zeal in 
rather overdoing a good thing. 
I he 
popular idea of forest reserves, 
he re­ 
minds, "is that they were created for 
the protection of timber and the regula­ 
tion of the flow of the w aters. 
It was 
not designed that lands more suitable 
ff>r agricultural purposes should be in­ 
cluded in the reserves." 
Lu proof of 
this, he rites the establishing act of June 
I, 185)7. which definitely excludes such 
lands. 
Ile continues: 
"It is unfortunate that Ro much agri­ 
cultural land is included in the forest 
reserves. 
T he employes of the service, 
like the big cattle barons, never seem to 
become reconciled to the incursions of 
the settler. 
When the latter presents 
himself to take up a homestead in a for­ 
est reserve, seldom does he get a pint of 
bis own choice, but one which some offi­ 
cer throws his way. much as In* would a 
bone to a cur. 
It is not altogether stim­ 
ulating to self respect, hut choice and 
>elf respect are things which in the main 
the settler must be prepared to leave be­ 
hind when he enters a forest reserve. 
“TTTere he is a citizen guider suspicion, 
a n unwelcome, unwanted interloper: no 
longer a resident or citizen of town or 
country, but a crown vassal, a man walk­ 
ing on eggs in an apprehension lest he 
fall nude- the ban of some forest ranger, 
‘drest if ii little brief authority.’ ” 
Home Making Difficult. 
‘‘The making of a home in the arid 
west is not what it was with our pio­ 
neer forefathers back east in the long 
ago,” declares the writer. 
"H ere one 
sees men in daily, hourly combat with 
nature in the effort to wrest a home­ 
stead from the jealous clutch of the des­ 
ert. It does seem that things should be 
made envier, if anything, for these peo­ 
ple rather than more complex.” 
Probably 
the most 
startling charge 
made by The Sun writer is with refer­ 
ence to a scheme to tie up, under a lens­ 
ing system, practically all of the remain­ 
der of the unappropriated public do­ 
main-—some 350.1 xx MHK) acres; a 
land 
area equal to over one-sixth th a t of the 
whole country. 
Behind this is the in­ 
fluence 
of 
the 
lug cattle magnates; 
against it are the "little fellows” and 
homesteaders. 
Settlers from the east are uncomfort­ 
ably crowding the range operations of 
the big cattle barons. 
So the latter are 
planning to have Congress turn over tile 
rem nant of the public domain to the 
‘‘forest” service to he leased 
out for 
grazing purposes in blocks of 
10.<hm> 
acres or over for ten-year periods. The 
big operators are urging upon Congress 
and the President that the range is be­ 
ing 
"ruined 
by 
over-gr ■dug.” 
Com­ 
menting upon this, Mr. Lm ott says: 
Cattle Men Shrewd. 
‘‘It is a shrewd move on tv* part of 
the big cattlemen, and one can scarcely 
blame them. 
They have taken advan­ 
tage of the President’s solicitude about 
everything included in our natural re­ 
sources—even forage on the open range. 
Then they know the aversion of settlers 
to placing themselves under forest serv­ 
ice dominion, 
deprived of citizenship, 
away from churches, school, roads and 
neighbors. 
Lastly, they know that set 
tiers, however privileged under the la", 
cannot, will 
not, 
go 
into 
a 
private 
fenced domain, pre empted by lease by 
cattle or sheep men. 
The leasing sys­ 
tem appears to be a fine thing prospec­ 
tively for the big cattle barons, but such 
an institution under forest service man­ 
agement would be the knell of further 
settlement in the west." 
The point is well taken that “ it is only 
the people of the far 
west 
who 
arc 
I fought into actual, every day business 
relations with the forest service, and that 
they should certainly be competent to 
demand fair consideration of any condi­ 
tions which they charge as needlessly 
menacing their happiness or prosperity. I 
< 'errantly the original purpose of forest I 
reserves was not to make them a revenue 
producing agency bv mulcting western 
<*itizons ut. I s“ttlcrs.” 
Popular interest in the situation is in­ 
vite! aud timely investigation urged, ow­ 
ing to tin* fact flint these western lands 
are open for settlement and do not be­ 
long to the west. hut to the nation-at- 
l.irge-—to rhe citizens of every state. One 
strong point made by the writer is that 
such criticism as has appeared of certain

Good for Lumber as Well as Shade—Its 
Spread in America.

Yet it is 
a magnificent wood, resembling 
white 
ash, and capable of receiving a high 
.polish. 
The tree is a native of the Molucca 
islands, just south of the equator, some 
4 degrees, and not far from 
Borneo. 
Here it forms a very large forest tree. 
It was brought from China during the 
first decade of the Nineteenth century 
and has gradually 
spread 
over 
the 
United States, planted for shade only. 
The male trees are very offensive while 
in blossom, but the female trees have no 
such odor. The trees have a tropical 
appearance, 
spread 
by 
underground 
roots, suckering so as to make them a 
nuisance on the lawn. 
The ailanthus 
has run wild in the 
Cumberland mountains, groups of the 
trees 
being 
quite 
frequently 
found 
where apparently the birds huve taken 
the clusters of winged seeds for lining 
their Bests, some of the 
seeds thus 
escaping them.—Arboriculture.

WASTE OF FORESTS. 


Vast Stretches of Territory Have Been 
I 
Made Barren Through Carelessness. 
“All lumbermen are not wasteful, far 
from it,” says It. H. Kellogg, assistant 
forester iii the United States Forest serv­ 
ice, in speaking about the progress of 
forestry in this country. 
“Just the oon- 
| trury is true in many eases and tile mini* 
I ber of men in the lumber industry a wak­ 
ening to the necessity of conserving the 
country’s forest resources is increasing 
each day. Progressive lumbermen realize 
that they must adopt conservative meth­ 
ods or live to Watch the slow death of 
their great industry. 
"V ast stretches of territory have been 
made barren, through, as we think now, 
the careless and almost criminal methods 
of the old-time lumberman. Practically 
every section of the country bears scars 
left after he had skinned the land aud 
left w hat remained open to the ravages 
of fire. The waste in the woods was ter­ 
rific; the mill wuste was almost us se­ 
rious. 
In many cases the percentage o>’ 
the tree that was sent to the market in 
tile form of luml er was so small that I 
would be ashamed to mention the figure. 
It was considerably less tim a half. 
“All this, however, 
w as 
more 
the 
fault of conditions than of the individual 
lumbermen. 
While some of them were 
without 
doubt 
unnecessarily 
wasteful, 
the majority operated us economically 
a they were able to and still make a 
profit. 
Lumber was cheap, and many 
times only the best grades could be sold. 
Things have been changing during the 
ew years, however, for the timber 
supply is dwindling" ti ad prices of forest 
products are rising to a point that per­ 
mits a fuller utilization of timber. 
“ W aste has been reduced because con­ 
ditions now make it profitable to use 
much of the stuff that was formerly left 
in the woods. 
Improved sawmill ma­ 
chinery is also playing an 
important 
part in the m atter of the closer utiliza­ 
tion of the tree. 
Better work 
in the 
woods, reduction of mill waste and pro­ 
tection of timber holdings from fire are 
going a long way towards conserving 
our forest resources. 
“ Do not think from this that all of the 
old time practices have ceased or that 
all who are cutting forests are practicing 
forestry—not all, nor maybe the majority, 
but the number is increasing, for the 
wide-awake men are learning that con­ 
servative lumbering pays. 
A progressive 
Pennsylvania firm m anufacturing 
lum­ 
ber, lath and shingles outlines its policy 
as follows: 
“ ‘We have always pursued a conserva­ 
tive course in lumbering, taking care of 
our timber and striving to keep out the 
fire. 
Any timber th at blows down or 
should be burned we gather up at once 
and always, so far as possible, all trees 
struck by lightning. 
, 
“ ‘We manufacture with 
thin 
saws, 
band and gangs. 
We strive to do our 
work as well as anybody can aud take 
pride in the fact that we can furnish 
anything in white oak, white pine, or 
hemlock, that any firm can east of the 
Rocky mountains and at any time. 
We 
make all our lath from the slabs and 
edgings, making about six and a half 
millions a year. The balance of the hem­ 
lock slabs and edgings, after taking out 
the lath, we load up and send to the 
pulpwood mill.

Potato flake sells at $3 to 
$3.50 per IOO pounds; potato Hour ami 
other forms of dried potatoes a t $1.50 
to $2.50 per IOO pounds. 
It is estimated 
that three and one-half hundred weight 
of raw potatoes are required for one 
hundredweight of flake, and that the 
steam dried flake is softer and whiter 
than the gas dried article. 
Potato flake is said to contain 80 per 
cent. carbonic hyldride, with 02 per cent. 
amylum, and is readily eaten and easily 
digested by all animals, including rumi­ 
nants. Two pounds of potato flake mixed 
with five quarts of milk and one j»oimd 
of linseed cake, is said to make an ex­ 
cellent feed for calves; for draft horses, 
eight pounds of flake and four pounds of 
oats mixed in addition to hay; for fatten­ 
ing hogs, three and one half pounds of 
flake and four pounds of ground barley 
mixed with water or sour milk is used; 
milch cows are given two pounds <>f 
flake and two pounds of bruu mixed iu 
addition to other feeds.

If taxation of growing 
timber were lower owners would not be 
compelled to cut it so rapidly.

for the prevention of forest fires that

dicious cutting there is no reason why
